A natural substance found in crab shells, 
butterfly wings, and the cell walls of 
fungi could solve an age-old problem for 
lunch-boxes for children: soggy 
samwiches. Chitin (pronounced kite ‘n) 
amt its derivative chitosan, have been 
made into experimental edible films that 
could be wrapped around sandwich bread, 
pizza crusts, anid ice cream cones to 
protect them from moisture.
